He describes the receipt and distribu- 
tion of 2,000 of them, and says: “Shortly after those 
arms arrived information came from Minister om 
tos to Mr. Seward, then Secretary of State, that the 
Emperor Napoleon LIl. was dissatisfied with the ap- 
pointment of the Comte de Pafis and the Duc de 
Chartres on the staff of the Geveral-in Cnief of our 
Army, as McClellan was then designated. Tae Em- 
peror considered it the same as being on the staff of 
the President, and feared that these young men 
migbt gain éclat that would endanger bis throne. 
Mr. Seward wade no answer to these communica- 
tions. Some little time later another communica- 
tion from the Minister to France intimated that the 
Emperor woulda bave no objection if the twu noble- 
men were given each a colonelcy of cavalry or artil- 
lery. No notice was taken by Mr. Seward of even 
that suggestion. The order for the arms contracted 
for by Fremont was countermanded and not an- 
other arm came to America from France, Later 
still, Minister Dayton informed the Department of 
State that he had learned that the Emperor bad de- 
clared that unless the Princes were immediately 
dismissed he would acknowledge the Southern Con- 
federacy. This intimation was acted on imme- 
diately, and both the Comte de Paris and the Duc

Brevet-Masor JAMES A. HEARN, captain, U. 8. . 
Army, retired, died of paralysis at his homein New- 
port, Kentucky, July 20. Major Hearn entered the 
service as a private in the 5th U. 8. [nfantry in 
1846. He served gallantly in the war with Mexico, 
being, with his company, engaged at Palo Alto 
Resaca de la Palma, Monterey, Bishop’s Pa!'ace, 
surrender of Black Fort, siege of Vera Cruz, Con- 
treras, Churubusco, Molino-del-Rey and Chepulte- 
pec. He served also in Texas, Dakota and Floridain 
“various Indian wars. He was also present in the 
Utah Expedition of 1857-58. From 1858 to 1863 he 
served as ordnance sergeant ac Fort Randall. On 
February 27 of the latter year he was appointed a 
2d lieutenant in the 16th U. 8. Infantry. He was 
acting orduance officer and acting commissary of 
musters, lst District, Department of the North west. 
He also served on the staffs of Gens. Hooker, and 
Heintzelman. On Aug. 31, 1863, was promoted to Ist 
lieutenant, and April 2, 1866, becamy a captain. in 
September of the same year he was transferred to 
the 34th Infantry, was unassigned in 1869, and was 
retired for disability in line of duty, December 31, 
1870.

A PLEA FOR THE [NFANTRY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


ALTHOUGES the three battalion bill for the in- 
fantry, known as the ** Manderson Bill,” provides 
that only eight companies in each regiment of 
infantry are to manned, no one has probably 
ever thought of the effect of that provision on the 
officers (if not the men) in each regiment of infan- 
try. lt is the only provision to which we would 
offer any objection. Now that tha Secretary of War 
bas anticipated the passage of the ‘* Manderson Bill,” 
and ordered that Companies | and K of each infantry 
regiment be broken up, and the officers and enlisted 
men transferred to other companies, we realize 
fully the effect which we only anticipated before. 
if we are to have the three battalion organization, 
(which we advocate,) why not leave the present 
companies as they ure, and leave only the two new 
companies unmanned? What interest is a captain 
without a company to takein theservice? [f through 
necessity or otherwise he leaves his post for a few 
months (or weeks), when he returns he is without a 
company still, or put into ove be knows nothing 
about, only to be changed if by accident he is ab- 
sent again. 

The same may be said of the lieutenants, only to a 
less extent perh Why should the infantry 
arm suffer more in this way thao the other arms 
of the service? What is an infantry officer to 
look forward to if his arm is the ouly one to be cun- 
soliaated, reduced, etc. Toere is more esprit de 
corps 10 the Army than is suspected in spite of tne 
rush for soft places; and in the infantry are to be 
found to-day as fine a body of officers as can be 
found inthe Army. There is no hope of course that 
in the event of the auticipatea reorganizations all 
of the companiescan be manned, but why not allow 
the companies already manned (o remaino so. Some of 
us bave good companies in which we are interested, 
why break them up? We don't imagine that of the 
eight companies, any one ef them will be any larg- 
er than any one of the present ten, but we believe 
some other arm willgain what we lose. [t would 





be better to abolish ourarm than to ruin it by de- 
pleting it. Z.

“We bring you, fortunstely from our 
point of view, unfortunately from yours, perbaps, 
no sensation. We havecut down no seaman with a 
aword. Had we been di-posed to do a thing so fool- 
ish we should bave used a stick—we could bave hurt 
tbe sailor a good deal worse, and at the same time 
would not bave ssemed to be too brutal and mur- 
derous. [| bave been in the Navy more years than | 
hike to think or speak of, and never bave | been oo 
a cruise that was so eptirely free from anytbiog hke 
dissatisfaction or disturbance on board tne vessris. 
We were received abroad with all the kindness, cour- 
tesy and bonor that we could wish. We were, in 
tact, feted from the moment we dropped anchored 
at Lis»on unti] we weighed unchor from the last of 
the Mediterranean stations, and tureed our bows 
towards Rio Janeiro, where the fetiog was con- 
tinued witb redoubied zeal. The Brazilians, indeed, 
construed our coming as aespecial hopor from tbe 
United States to the new republic, and could not 
sufficiently express their appreciation ot it.’’

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BREVETS FOR INDIAN SERVICE. 

MAJOR-GENERAL SCHOFIELD,- commanding the 
Army, has now forwarded his recommendations for 
brevets under the Act of February 27, 1890, except 
a few cases requiring further information, ete. 
This could not be done until a thorough search of the 
records of the Department had been made and all ob- 
tainable information secured for consideration in con- 
nection with the recommendations. Probably over 250 
names will be sent to the Senate. The list already 
made up comprises nearly that number, and others 
are constantly being added by the Commanding 
General, who has recommendeé officers for brevets 
who were not specially designated for such honor 
by their immediate commanders, but who were 
manifestly entitled to recognition of this kind, ac- 
cording to the official reports of the campaigns in 
which they participated. In cases of this kind the 
commanding officers making the reports have been 
asked for an opinion, aniit is in consequence of 
the correspondence involved in getting the endorse- 
ments of the present commanders that has delayed 
the nominations. The papers are in such shape 
now that early action on the part of the President 
may be looked for. 
In deciding upon the brevets to be awarded, the 
Commanding General bas been governed in his 
actions entirely by the record of each officer, 
coupled with the endorsement of his immediate 
commander for the particular service for which 
brevet rank was recommended or inferred. In 
several cases where officers especially distinguished 
themselves it 1s probable that nominations will be 
made for two brevets in excess of present rank. In 
all other cases one brevet in excess of present rank 
will be awarded ; this for reasons that will be ap- 
parent to all, asthe brevet now recommended is 
generally toa higher grade than the officer would 
have received had brevets been conferred at the 
time the ‘gallant service” was performed, the re- 
commendations being now for a brevet to be bazed 
on the officer’s present rank. | 
No officer has been recommended for brevet by 
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special promotion after the service for which he 
vas recommended, has obtained a higher reste 
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than he would now hold by regular promotion, as 
it must of course be presumed that the special and 
extraordinary promotion is due recognition of the 
service for which the brevet was recommended. On 
account of the lapse of time since much of the 
** gallant service” was performed, the death of 
many of the Department Commanders under whom 
the service was rendered, and the meagreness of 
reports regarding some campaigns, it is presumed 
some cases have failed to receive due attention, and 
it is expected officers knowing of such cases will 
call the attention of the Department to them, giving 
all known particulars. General Schofield has con- 
sidered the list of names prepared by General Crook 
the day before his death and forwarded by his aide, 
Captain Randall, as recommendations of General 
Crook, as there is no doubt he would have formally 
recommended them the next day, had his life been 
spared. 


GENERAL WILLIAM D. WHIPPLE. 


On Saturday of this week, August 2, Brevet 
Major-General Wm. D. Whipple, Colonel and Asgsis- 
tant Adjutant General, U. S. A., attains his sixty- 
fourth birthday und so passes from the active to 
the retired list after a distinguished military career 
of nearly forty years. He entered the Military 
Academy from his native State, New York, in 1847, 
was graduated iu 1851 and assigned to the infantry 
arm and saw much hard service on the frontier 
against hostile Indians, and received favorable 
mention in orders for his gallantry. When the 
war broke out he was transferred to the Adjutant 
General's Department of the staff, and in 1863 was 
appointed Brigadier General of Volunteers. From 
December, 1868, to June 27, 1865, he was Chief of 
Staff of the Army of the Cumberland, took part in 
all its engagements, and was held in high esteem 
and confidence by its commander, Major-General 
George H. Thomas. At the close of the war he re- 
ceived the brevets from Lieutenant-Colonel to 
Major-General for his gallantry in the Atlanta 
campaign and in the battles before Nashville, and 
generally in the field during the rebellion. Mustered 
out of the Volunteer service in 1866, he after that 
performed the duty of his position at various Divi- 
sior and Department Headquarters; was A. D. OC. 
to General Sherman in 1873 and 1874, and attained 
the grade of Colonel in his corps February 28, 1887, 
General Whipple, although sixty-four years of age, 
is a vigorous, hardy, and well-preserved man, and 
in spite of the inexorable law, has many years of ex- 
cellent service yet in him. As to his personal 
qualities, he is respected and loved by all who know 
him, or have served with or under him; a cour- 
teous, kindly gentleman, quiet and reserved, but 
with a heart ever opeu towards his comrades and 
his friends, he has indeed been a credit in all re- 
spects to the service of his country. That he and 
his family may live happily for many years to come 
is the sincere wish of a legion of friends. 














THE ACT TO PREVENT DESERTIONS. 

THe War Department’s interpretation of the main 
features of the recent act to prevent desertiotis in 
the Army appears this week in the form of general 
orders prescribing rules for putting the act into 
effect. It will be observed that discharge by par- 
chase is limited to the second and third years of 
first enlistment. This will doubtless be a disap- 
pointment to many, for if we remember aright the 
very object of this provision as contemplated by 
Adjutant General Kelton, who first suggested the 
idea, was to open a channel through which an en- 
listed man who had become tired of his bargain 
after a brief experience with Army life could pass 
out of the Army in an honorable way, and without 
loss to the Government. The frequency with which 
desertions occur during the early periods of enlist- 
ment naturally suggested the application of the pur- 
chase clause to this class of dissatisfied soldiers. 
The Secretary of War, however, gave full consid- 
eration to this question, and doubtless concluded 
that there were good reasons for limiting the pro- 
vision to two and three year men, among others 
being the fact that a recruit, dissatisfied with his 
new occupation at first, might overcome that feeling 
in a short time, and in the end make a very good 
soldier. This decision will doubtless serve to re- 
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a very small number, a not undesirable result if de- 
sertions from this class are reduced in correspond- 
ing ratio. Since the bill became a law about sixty 
applications for discharge have been received at the 
War Department. Eight or ten of these are from 
first year men who desired to purchase their dis- 
charge. The remainder are for discharge after 
three years’ service. No action on any of these 
have yet been taken beyond a return to the appli- 
cant of his papers with a copy of the new regula- 
tions on the subject. The ruling made by the Presi- 
dent, classifying men of ten years’ service as vet- 
eran soldiers, and granting their discharge on their 
own application by way of favor, is a new feature 
that was not looked for, but will be none the less 
welcome toa number of men whose requests for 
discharge have hitherto been disapproved by their 
company commanders, because they were covsidered 
too valuable to be spared. 

The Department was led to take this action be- 
cause of the representation made that company 
commanders were always willing to approve the ap- 
plication of worthless men for the sake of getting 
rid of them, while the worthy ones were deprived 
of that favor. The apportionment of the new vege- 
table allowance as a part of the soldier’s ration as 
prescribed in general orders, also issued this week, 
is in the line of what has long been advocated, and 
so far as we can see, is the wisest distribution that 
could have been made. All the features of the new 
bill have now been covered by regulations, except 
the first section relating to the retention of $4 per 
month from the pay of each man during the first 
year of enlistment. The paymaster-general has 
been entrusted with the preparation of instructions 
for earrying out this provision, and expects to is- 
sue a circular on the subject during the coming 
week. 








THE CONSOLIDATION ORDER. 


One of our correspondents this week presents the 
recent order consolidating infantry companies from 
the point of view of the officers affected by it, and it 
will be observed that this view is not precisely the 
same as that of the War Department. What to the 
surgeon is a beautiful operation appears very 
differently to the patient into whose quivering flesh 
the knife is eating its way. The necessity for the 
action taken by the War Department in this matter 
is one that ought not arise, and it would not occur if 
there were apy proper appreciation in our legisla- 
tive halls of the value of the Army to the country. 
We have not a single officer in excess of proper re- 
quirements. If we have not soldiers enough for 
them it is because Congresses, that have expended 
a thousand millious since 1861 in securing the 
soldiers’ vote by vast bounty in the way of pen- 
sions, have not had the foresight or the patriotism to 
take proper precaution to guard against the condi- 
tions that produce this enormous drain upon the 
public treasury, following wars most unskilfully and 
wastefully conducted. We are travelling the same 
old road to the same old end, and once more the 
prophecy of millenial conditions that close the role 
of the soldier, fills the ears of those who either 
never read history or else fail to comprehend its 
teachirgs. 

Instead of having eight companies in an infantry 
regiment we should have twelve, and every one of 
them should have mea enough in it for the purpose 
of instruction. The staff departments should be pro- 
vided for in some other way than by drafts upon 
the company strength. The bills before Congress 
provide for all this. Why are they not passed? 
Why should the War Department be driven to this 
expedient of consolidation, so destructive to com- 
pany pride and military esprit de corps? An offi- 
cer should or should not be ordered on a detail that 
takes him from accompany. That is a question of 
fact which the authorities should decide upon con- 
science, without fear or favoritism. If it is proper 
for him to be detailed, why should he be punished 
for accepting the assignment by being deprived of 
his company ? 

We say this without intending to criticise the 
order, for if no straw is furnished we must still have 
bricks: if Congress will not provide the War De- 
partment with authority to properly man the Army 
it may be better to reduce the companies so as to 
give proper efficiency to those that remain, If the 


change serves as an argument with Oongress for a 
suitable organization of the infantry it is well that it 
should be made, but we fear that the re- 
sult will be just the other way, and that with the 
argument as to the weakness of company strength 
in a measure answered the legislature may con- 
clude to leave matters as they are. 








SenaTe bill No. 539, to promote the efficiency of 
the enlisted force of the Navy has finally reached 
the House calendar with a favorable recommenda- 
tion from the House Naval Committee, where it has 
been pending for the past six months. Early action 
by the committee might have enhanced its chances 
for final passage this session. The committee is still 
hopeful that it will get a day for naval measures, 
and if they do this will be the first bill pushed for 
action. But the chances are rather against this de- 
sirable result. Several minor amendments were 
made to the bill upon the recommendation of Com- 
modore Ramsay. The length of time between en- 
listmerts is reduced from four to three months, and 
the same provision so amended as to give continu- 
ous service men who enlisted prior to 1869 the ben 
efit of the increase of $2 per month to be allowed to 
new men re-enlisting for the second time in addi- 
tion to the $1 increase they are now receiving. 








MaJor-GENERAL SCHOFIELD, ever anxious for the 
efficiency of the heavy artillery arms of the service, 
has, with the consent of the Secretary of War, di- 
rected, in view of the consolidation effected by the 
disbanding of companies I and K, and Troops L and 
M, that the maximum enlisted strength of each 
battery of artillery shall, until further orders, be 
sixty-six, subjéct of course to certain vacancies pro- 
vided for in the regulations. It does seem, now, 
as if the heavy guns in our seacoast forts are about 
to get more efficiently handled than has heretofore 
been practicable.

INSURANCE FOR SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 


DuRING the midsummer of 1887 the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, of New York, added to the va- 
rious departments of its business management a spe- 
cial bureau expressly organized and equipped for 
the assurance of members of the Army, Navy and 
the Revenue Marine.

There is no parallel in his- 
tory to the manner in which this friendly nation is 
multiplying and strengthening fortifications in 
front of our face in such manner that she may best 
hem us in, bombard us, and interfere with our 
commerce if occasion should arive. From Halifax 
to the coast of South America she has a line drawn 
in front of us, in some instances directly in our 
face, and in no case more tban 500 miles from our 
shore. She bas our entire Atlantic Coast guarded, 
and every year she is extending and strengthening 
her works at almost every point. * * * But these 
are things that Americans will some day have to 
consider. The stranger is at our gate.”’ 





A Lospon despatch says: The scenes connected 
with the exit of the Second Battalion of the Grena- 
diers were both interesting and at times touching. 
The streets were crowded, and at least 20,000 people 
accompanied them, the men cheering, the women 
and childien crying andsobbing. The great gates 
at the Buckingham Palace end of the yard were 
thrown open, and, while the band played the epirit 
stirring “British Grenadiers,” the battalion marched 
out. The War Office is extremely pleased at the 
way the soldiers bebaved. If their good conduct 
continues the regiment may be ordered back to 
London within two years. Col. Maitland has asked 
for a court-martial and will be tried next week. 
He bas retired from his command and the Guards 
went out under Col. Eaton. Several officers re- 
signed when the battalion was ordered on foreign 
service, but the War Office refused to accept their 
resignations.

The 
Court arquitted the prisoaer. [n bis endorsement 
upon the papers the Department Commander, Gen. 
Brooke, made a comment calculated to greatly dis- 
turb the tranquillity of a soldier of long and distin- 
guished servive, inasmuch as it virtually charged a 
violation of the regulations. To this endorsement 
Col. Kautz replied, and Gen. Brooke responded in a 
letter charging Col. Kuutz with making statements 
with the intent to mislead and deceive the depart- 
ment commander, and under date of July 12, Col. 
Kau‘z answered the same in a letter which con- 
cludesas follows : 

“The reckless confidence with which the department 
commander supports the views of his acting J. A. ia this 
cage is manifest, but if be is willing to expose the tact that 
he leaves to his staff officer the review of court-martial 
cares when the law makes it bis own personal duty, and be 
deems it proper to use irrelevant matters developed in the 
preceedings of court-martials to arraigon post commanders, 
it would be well to make sure thut the poiots are well taken, 
for, as in this cuse, tne evidence may be at fault and the ac- 
tion of the court the result of a successful quibble. There 
is potbing in my endorsement of Juve 14, that in apy way 
justifies the accusation by the department commander con- 
teinea in your letter of june 17. Itis uuparulileled in my 
experience of official correspondence, and it sbould have 
been evident to bim when be made it, that no officer with 
the slightest self-respect can possibly rest content under it. 
It partakes of the nature of a personal assault, ano is the 
more mortifying to me and unbecoming to him, from the 
fact that it is delivered trom the iotrepcbed position which 
rank and command give to bim. He sbouli not make it un- 
less be is prepared and willing to support it with proper 
charges as stated in my letter of Junel19. His answer to 
that letter 1ndicates that be does not contemplate giving me 
that opportunity to vindicate myseif. I have therefore the 
rigbt to ask that he be cailed to recall the objectionable 
words in your letter of June 17, pamely: ‘That he does not 
believe (deem) your statement as at all warranted by the 

,facts in the cuse.’” 

Upon receiving this letter Gen. Brooke promptly 
preferred charges against Col. Kautz for conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, and for 
violation of the 20th Article of War. Gen. Kantz 
at once retaliated by preferring charges against 
Gepv. Brooke, alleging conduct unbecomivg an offi- 
cer and a gentienan in accusing bim (Col. Kautz) 
of falsehood in official correspondence without 


cause or provocation. 








Captatn Rospert Born, U.S. N., died July 30 at 
bis residence, 55 Pineapple street, Brooklyn, of beart 
failure, aged 65. He had been on duty in New York 
since Oct. 15, 1889, when be was detached from the 
Supervisorship of the New York Harbor and ord- 
ered to special duty, involving the inspection of 
merchant vessels in this port. Sickness, however, 
prevented bim from active duty, and he was finally 
forced to undergo an operativn for cancer of the 
tongue. This resulted inacomplication of ailments 
that eventually caused bis death. Captain Boyd was 
appointed to the Navy from Portland, Me., Jan. 14, 
1850. He was commissioned passed midshipman 
June 20, 1856 ; master, Jan. 22, 1858; lieutenant, Jan. 
23. 1858; lieutenant-commander, July 16, 1862; com- 
mander, May 20, 1871, and captain, June 19, 1882. 
Doring the war he rendered efficient service. 

Capt. Boyd had a total sea service of twenty 
years and pine months, and was at one time in com- 
mand of the Vermont at the New York Nuvy-yard, 
where he was very popular and gained distinction 
as an officer of excellent administrative ability. 
The funeral services were held in Portland, Me. 
Capt. Boyd was essentially a duty officer, and the 
Navy in bis death suffers a great loss. 








Tue Journal of the Cavalry Association bas made 
the Army familiar with the proposed revision of 
the cavalry drill,and we atone time proposed to 
publish tbe revised infantry and artillery drill. 
They were placed at our disposal for this purpose 
some time ago, but inquiry satisfied us that there 
was not sufficient demand for them to justify us in 
giving up three hundred columns to their inser- 
tion, or even the amount of one-half that space re- 
quired to make room for one or the other. When 
they are adopted their study will become compul- 
sory. Meanwhile their publication in serial form 
does not exvite the interest attending the appear- 
ance of one of Rider Haggard's or Clark Russell's 
novels. Still, their publication will serve a useful 
purpose, and we shall be very glad to see some one 
undertake it. 








Tue Commanding General has requested the Chief 
of Ordnance to deliverthe medals given as prz¢s 
for small arms competition for 1890, as follows: To 
the respective division and department command- 
ers, the medals provided for in existing regulations, 
to be competed for in the respective departments 
and divisions. The medals to be competed for in 
the department cavalry contests will be sent to the 
respective department commanders in whose depart- 
ment the contests will be held. The medals to be 
competed for at the Army eontests will be sent to 
the Commanding General, Vepartment of Dakota. 
who bas been instructed to desiguate an officer to 
present the prizes. 








Tue accounts thus far received of the war be- 
tween Guatemala and San Salvador are too meagre 





and conflicting to enable us to give any intelligent 
account of the contest. The sameis true of the 
revolution now in progress at Buenos Ayres. The 
Argentine Republic is evidently paying the penalty 
of its disregard of the laws of financial prudence. 
Its future has been discounted and such advantage 
taken of the liberal disposition shown toward bor- 
rowers, by the capitalists of Europe, that business 
matters have moved ahead faster ‘ban was prudent. 
Inevitable collapse follows inflation, discontent 
with the government arises and revolution is the 
logical consequence in a Spanish-American country. 


Rev. Epw. H. HAL has published under the title 
of ‘An Indiguity to Our Citizen Soldiers,” a ser- 
mon preached in the First Parish Church, Cam- 
bridge, Mass., June 1, 1890. It is un unsparing con- 
dempation of the business of wholesale pensioning, 
and accompanying it are interesting statistics of the 
result of our pension laws tbus far. Up to 1879, 
898.244 pensions had been granted, and nearly $400,- 
000,000 disbursed; $500,000,000 has since been added 
tor arrears of pensions. The annual appropriation 
for pensions has risen from $12,000.000 in 1866, and 
$59 000,000 in 1886 to more than $100,000,000 in 1889. 
Thus we find ourselvesin the extraordinary and even 
grotesque position to-day of paying in pensions to 
our former soldiers more than any European nation 
pays for its standing army. The cost of the German 
Army for 1389-1890 is $113 000.000, avd that of the 
French Army for 1889, $115,000,000. Mr. Hall esti- 
mates that the anuual appropriation for pensions 
five years hence will be $300,000,000.

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FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The amended bill for the appointment of 20 addi- 
tional chaplains in the Army, as favorably reported 
by the House Military Committee, provides: “‘ That 
in sddition to the present forve of regimental chap- 
lains and thirty post chaplains there shall be in the 
Army such number of acting chaplains, uot exceed- 
ing twenty, as the Secretary of Var may from time 
to time authorize and employ, at pay of $1,500 per 
year, witb quarters of a lieutenant.” Accompanying 
the Committee’s report area number of communi 
cations urging legislation of the kind proposed 
from ministers of the gospel from all sections of the 
country. Secretary Proctor bas also some sensible 
views on the subject. He says: 


Tbe autbority contuined in this bill to appoint acting chap- 
lains would give the Department an opportunity to learn of 
the qualifications of those employed, and as vacancies 
occur in the regular corps, those who have demonstrated 
their fitness could and would doubtless be appointed, Pre- 
vious to the civil war the method was to employ chaplains 
and there are many officers now who think that plan would 
give much better results than the present one. If this bill 
should become a law it would give an opportunity to com- 
pare tbe two met I do not think it essentiu! that act- 
ing chaplains sbould have military rank. Their bigh office 
as ministers of tbe gospel is, in itself, tbe best rank they can 
have. As civilians they would keep up their associations 
with their respective nominations to a greater extent 
thau if appointed for life, because they would be liable at 
any time, if not successful in this field, to return wholly to 
their duties in civil life; and also, the religious bodies to 
which they belong wouid naturally feel a greater respon- 
sibility forthem. This plan, too, would admit of the em- 
ployment, or partial employment, of clergymen conouected 
witb churcbes in the vicinity of the posts. I tbink it is bet- 
ter that wen in the Army should, so far as possible, have the 
same Opoortunities and privileges for religious service and 
instruction, and in the ordinary metbods which prevail in 
civil life. There is theretore very littie field tor the per- 
formance of official religious service in the Army and great 
danger of more harm than good by any attempt to exercise 
military control or influence over rel us matters. The 
American citizen, soldier no less than civilian, instinctively 
rebels against any attempt to regulate his religious conduct 
by civil or military authority. 


The House Military Committee has made favor- 


able reports on the resolutions authorizing Lieut.--: 


Col. H. C. Corbin to accept a position in the World's 
Columbian Commission, and Capt. George W. 
Davis, 14th Infantry, to accept a position with the 
Nicaragua Canal (o. The Secretary of War bas ex- 
pressed a willingness to grant the desired leave to 
the officers for the purposes named, but in the light 
of the following opinion from the attorney-general 
it bar on deemed advisable to ask for congressional 
action : 


That the employment for which both Colonel Corbin and 
Captain Davis are desired ia within tbe language of section 
1224 is too clear fer doubt. The duties ot an engineer in the 
preparation and covstruction o! buildings, grounds, etc., 
for the Columbian Exhibition is marifestiy included under 
the head “ civil works,” as used in section 1224, and a detail 
of Cdonel Corbin for such duties would contravene 
the statute, provided “such extra employment requires 
that he shall be separated from his company, regiment, or 
corps, or if it shall otherwise interfere with the perform- 
ance of the military duties proper.”” With reference to Cap- 
tain Davis, * * If, in the exercise of the discretion vested 
in the proper authorities ot the War Department, a leave 
of absence is granted upon satisfactory cause shown and for 
proper military reasons, and the officerto whom the leave 
is granted during the term of such leave engages ia any of 
the employments spoken of in section 1224, that section is 
not violated ; but if, as stated in this case, the leave is asked 
for the very purpose of enabling the officers to undertake 
the employments probibited in that section, then tue grant- 
ing of such leave is a clear evasion of the statute, an at- 
tempt to do by indirection what the law forbids to be done 
directly, and is unwarranted. 


House bills granting pensions to the widows of 
Army and Navy officers were passed by the Senate, 
July 26. as follows: Widow of Rear Admiral Chan- 
dler, 80 per month: of Major-General Crook at 
$1,200 per annum; of Capt. Henry Hubbard Pierce, 
2lst Lof., $40 oper month ; of Lieut. Donaid Mclatosh, 
7th Cav., $0 per month; Major-General Jobn C. 
Fremont. $2,000 per annum; of Commo. J. B. Mar- 
chand, $50 per month. 

The following Senate bills were also passed: 
Widow of Rear Admiral Radford, $50 per month; 
of Lieut. Charles R. Miles, at $50 per month; of 
Rear Admiral Ralpt Chandler, $50 per month. 

Toere is a devided lull in Army and Navy matters 
in Congress. The committees have stopped work, 
and what measures are on the calendar might as 
well not be there for all the attention they are re- 
ceiving. 1t is all tariff talk in the Senate nowa.- 
days, and when this is disposed of several weeks 
hence, the Federal Election: Bill will take up the 
remainder of the session as long as it may continue, 
to the exclusion cf all other business, except, of 
course, the remaining appropriation bills. The 
House will spend most of the remainder of the sea- 
sion in disposing of the appropriation bills, and in 
trying to prevent action on the $20.000,000 worth of 
public building bills. Thus the method for Arm 
and Navy legisiation, especially the former, whic 
seemed so bright several weeks ago, is rather dis- 
couraging. General Cutcbeon is still bopeful that 
he may get a day for military matters, and Captain 
lioutelle is expecting recogaition at an early date 
for the consideration of the bill reported this week, 
to promote the efficiency of the enlisted force of the 
Navy; but neither of them are over sanguine of 
their chances. 

The Artillery bill, the one measure of all others 
that the War Department people have been expect- 
ing to go through, it is feared now will go over with 
all the rest. 

The conferees on the Fortification bill are still at 
loggerheads over the Watervieit Arsenal. Several 
meetings were held this week, but there are yet no 
signs of an agreement.

“THERE are tricks in all trades but ours,” re- 
marked somebody imbued with Pharisaical ideas of 
excersive honesty, and whether we sojourners upon 
the * Cheyenne” can in all reason say the same or 
not isa question. At any rate, the assiduous atten- 
tion we are bestowing upon “ target practice,”’ and 
the moral effect which * bull’s-eyes”’ and * foura” 
are having upon our watchful aboriginal brothers, 
gives scope for speculation. 

Tbe bours in which the echoes slumber bereabout 
are few, for the crack of rifle and ping of bullet 
are heard in the land from early morning till the 
shadows have crept up over the hill tops and the 
sun gone down into the embraces of the western 
woods. I suppose there is no man who has toiled 
through a “target season” who has not (wentally 
at any rate) consigned targets and rifles and ranges 
and pits to perdition before balf the weary work 
was done and registered a determination to take no 
more interest in the vexatious matter, and yet when 
another season rolls round No. 111.036 (or whatever 
it may be) comes out from its case to receive carefal 
and affectionate handling from its owner; its pol- 
ished stock receives caressioz treatment; its trusty 
lock gives clicking assurance of its readiness for the 
fray; down the inner mechanism a loving eye loiters 
leisurely, and visions of phenomenal scores and sil- 
ver crosses people the soldier's dreams. But when 
& Man goes out to the “range” with an air of confi- 
dence and victory presaged in the fiash of his eve, 
kills a rattlesnake aod scores a “ miss—bigh” > 
reason of the elongation of his front sight to the 
extent of a mosquito’s upright proportions, there 
is apt to Se a ** truce” of sulphur in the air and the 
conviction forced home to the luckless aspirant for 
honors that— 

* Dreams are the children of an idle brain, 
Begot of pothing but vain fantasy.” 

However, hit or miss, we are at it and so are the 
pestiferous denizens of this benighted region as well. 
As for snakes, the place swarms witb them, 
the air is resonant of rattle, while the voice of 
the mosquito (**Caponka,” the Indian calls him) 
is beard in every council and ion unwearied 
iteration of his plaint. It would require a man 
of unlimited pathological resource to do even 
feeble justice to this blood-sucking embodiment of 
assurance and persistenvy who makes life a burden 
and inspires a longing for the season of the blizzard 
and the “ beautiful, beautiful snow.”’ 

lt has been a matter of no slight surprise to us how 
Mr. Bigfoot (or spotted Elk, as in the poetic vernac- 
ular of this region he is called,) ever solved satisfac- 
torily to himself or any of his followers, the ques- 
tion of relative advantage and discomfort which 
this particular locality bus in its offering, but the 
“Indian,” like the “heathen Chinee,”’ 1s peculiar, aod 
the working of his erratic brain beyond the ken of 
the pale face. We bave just had a visit from the pay- 
master in the person of Col. Stanton, whom every- 
body is always glad to see; a genial gentleman, an 
able officer, a fighter and pioneer in this Western 
country, who knew Deadwood when “dust” was 
the medium of exchange and “straight goods” the 
only emphasis to felluwship. He is*goiog over again 
scenes associated with the long ago. He left benind 
bim the impress of his personality and nearly $7,000, 
which is, pursuant to time-honored custom, in 
active circulation, paying the way toward the solu- 
tion of the vexed question of relative values. A 
“ full hand” has always been coosidered an eiement 
of strength and basis of prosperity, but ‘two pairs” 
and ‘“‘sand”’’ have betore now proven the abortive 
nature of human speculation. The Indians have 
been gone for ten days to the agency at Fort Ben- 
nett for rations, but are now returning to hover 
round our kitchens and eke out a scaot and precari- 
ous livelihood till next ration day comes rouad with 
its opportunity to gorge. 

With all the disgust which an Indian’s laziness 
and improvidence inspires, their weird, wild exnibi- 
tion of emotion under circumstances of bereave- 
ment would touch a heart of stone. About a vouple 
of weeks ago one *“ Pain in His Bavk,”" a young, 
vigorous buck, lost a favorite child. For several 
days the distracted mother sat upon the edge of a 
chif beside her dead boy in pathetic incantation of 
her grief, while her lord cut his hair, arrayed him- 
self in clean and unusual vestments, and sad eyed 
and haggard, gave every evidence that bis heart 
was “an anvil unto sorrow.”’ 

The time of our return tothe comforts of home 
and the refinements of civilization is a secret locked 
upin the breast of authority. As for us, we still 
hold the valley of the Cheyenne, and are * ready to 
move at a moment's notice.”” If our surroundings 
bave nothing of the air of sanctity, they contain no 
suggestion of our being called upon to defend a 
“dangerous honor.” 

“ The God of Peace, whose spirit fills 
All the echoes of our bills,”

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THE STATE TROOPS. 
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(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
NEW YORK CAMP OF INSTRUCTION. 
PEEKsKIL1, N. Y., July 30. 1890. 


Tre week's work of the 13th Regiment in camp 
was unsatisfactory in many respects, and the results 


obtained fall far short of the mark aimed at by Col. 
Austen. The latter half of the week amounted to 
practically notbing, as far as drills were concerned. 
Col. Austen was short of both officers and men, cro 
that be could not carry out the work which be had 
laid out for the week. Then Gov. Hill came to 
camp on Thursday afternoon and the ceremonies 
attending the reception of the commander-in-chief 
made work impossible on that day, so the grand 
guard which was booked for Thuraday was pot sent 
out. On Friday and Saturday until the regiment 
left camp, it rained so bard that out-door work was 
simply out of the question. Consequently the week 
in camp so far as the improvement of the regiment 
was concerned ended on Thursday at noon. 

The battalion drill on Thursday morning, bow- 
ever, clearly showed what tbe regiment would have 
done had not. Col. Austen beep handicapped by a 
combination of circumstances. This drill was in 
the minor tactics. and was the best exemplification 
of manceuvres of that kind *bat has been seen at the 
State Camp this year. The regiment was formed to 
march through ap enemy’s country, with advance 
and rear guards, and flanked on both sides by skir- 
mishers. 

On Saturday the regiment marcbed out of camp 
with bayonets fixed as all the other organizations 
which have been in camp this season have also 
done. There seems to be a misapprebension on the 
part of commanding officers of the fact that the 
regiment coming to a “present” while the other 

"regiment passes it in entering camp, does not 
constitute a‘ ceremony.”’ Tbe regiment is on 
the road on a march and simply bappens to meet 
the other regiment and waits for it to pass, becauze 
the road is not wide enough for thetwo commands 
at once, and the bayonets should not be fixed. 

The members of the Signal Corps worked from 17 to 18 
hours every day since Monday,and thev were pretiy weil 
tired out, They were routed out at 4 A. M. each morning 
except one or two, when they were awakened at 430, and 
were kept hard at work from that time uot!! 10 or 11 P. mM. 
It isa question whether or not the best results can he ob- 
tained from wcrkipg men who are not sccustomed 
to outdvor labor so many hours under a broiling sun. 
There was considerable grumbling umong the signalmen, 
teo, on Wednesday, and ques the work, instead of 
being a pleasure, was a “griud.”’ The following figures 
show the week’s attendance:

The men are mostly taken 
trom the laboring classes and cannot be expected to make 
so good ano appearance on show occasions as some other 
organizations which might be mentioned, os 
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The battalion drill of the regiment on Monday morning 
was the best first day's drill that has been seen here this sea- 
sop. When it came to ceremonies, the regiment did not 
make so good a showing asthe battalion did, There was 
scarcely any comparison hetween the manual of the men in 
Col. Welch’s command and those under Maj. Downs. The 
guard duty hos been well performed, and the policing of the 
camp, although not very well done on Monday. show 
great improvement on Tuesday, an’ demonstrated the fact 
that the men were anxious to do as they were told. 

The trcops composing the battalion learne on the first 
day that they were in campthat there would be nw play 
spell while they were under the command of Mj. Downs. 
The first battalhon drill was a very good one considering the 
fact that the companies are entirely unaccustomed to bat- 
talion movements. It isseldom that the battalion skirmish 
drill is attempted on the tirst dav in camp, but Maj.

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CAMP ABBETT. 
SEA Grrt, N. J. 


Camp ABBETT, the camp of the 24 Brigade, New 
Jersey National Guard, was formally opened on 
Monday, July 21. The troops, with the exception of 
a few stragglers, had arrived on Saturday and Sun- 
day, and by Monday morning, having become ac- 
customed to their new quarters, began work. In 
New Jersey the troops go into camp by brigades, 
leaving one to infer that evolutions of the brigade 
are contemplated. This, however, is not the case, 
es, with the exceptions of ceremonies, the regiments 
do not come together. Since last year some com- 
mendable improvements bave been made, but they 
were confined to the vicinity of State headquarters, 
whereas 1t was hoped that something would have 
been done to improve the character of the camp 
proper. The tents of the enlisted men were still of 
the A pattern without floors, and the streets unim- 
proved, and during the wet weather of the last 
two days of the encampment things were a little 
uncomfortable. The two facis just cited rendered 
uniformity of arravgement of the soldiers’ accoutre- 
ments and thorough cleanliness an impossibility. 
lt may be claimed that the conditions of the camp 
were such as men might expect in service, and that 
the hardening would do them good, but it must be 
admitted by —7 fair-minded observer that with 
improved conditions, better discipline would bave 
prevailed. Consequently, we claim that the har 
dening process is, under present circumstances, of 
seconcary importance. The regiments in camp 
were the 31, commanded by Col. Benjamin A. Lee, 
the 6th, commanded by Col. Williara H. Cooper, 
and the 7th. under command of (Col. William 4. 
Skirm. Tbe last two nawed officers bave been com- 
missioned as colonels during the past year. There 
was also encamped with the brigade, Gatling Guo 
ope a B. The orgavizations composing the 
2a rigade are scattered principally over tbe 
southern portion of the State, rendering the prac- 
tice of anything on a larger scale than company 
drill an impossibility, excepting when these regi- 
ment gotocamp. Bearing this.in mind it would be 
unreasonable to expect a high degree of perfection 
in battalion drill, but at the same time it was a selrf- 
evident fact that officers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers had failed to make themselves familiar with the 
theory of battalion drill. The tactics seemed to bave 
been indifferently studied, or at least interpreted 
in a vaiiety of ways, the result being that many 
things generally considered of importance were left 
out. Tne guides of the 6th Regiment for instance, 
seemed to be familiar witb their duties, but those of 
the other two regiments seemed to think that they 
had no duties whatever to perform, beyond those 
of keeping trace and distance, the resuit being that 
io successive formations they failed to come on the 
line. Tois was not corrected by the officers in com- 
mand. Owing to the absence of any system of 
criticism mistakes were coustantly repeated. Com- 
pany drills were very good, that of the Gatling gun 
company (as infantry) being especially so. This 
company handled its Gatlings splendidly, and al- 
—— proved itself a valuable portion of the 

vard. 

. In each of the New Jersev regiments isa gun detachment 
o! 18 enlisted men under command of a Ist lieutenant. The 
gun used is a 3-inch breechloadinog naval bowitzer turnished 
by the Navy Department at Washington. The gun detach- 
mest scheme is un excellent one and well wurthy of adop- 
tion by every State in the Union. The several detachments 
of the 2d Brigade are very weil drilled, and though brought 
together tor the second time only, worked in perfect bar- 
mooy. The tactics used are by Lieut. Julius C. Shaler, ot 
the 3d Regt., who is a graduate of the U.8. Artillery School, 
and ure as near perfect as could be conceived. Not ony did 
ibe men sbow excelleot training in loadiug, firing, mount- 
ing, dismounting, etc., but in practice with shell ata floating 
target 1n the ocean, tbe gunners displayed great accuracy 
under adverse circumstances. When tne firing began, the 
target was located about 1,000 yards distant and was carried 
in 45 minutes to a dist of ubout 24% miles, but although 
the target, which was of a triangular iorm, about six feet 
bigb and four jeet wide at the base, was not struck, almost 
every shot fired would bave done damage to even a small 
vessel. During the firing the wiod biew a gule across the 
range, U pon investigation it seems strange that New Jersey 
with 10s long seacoast should be witbouc artillery other than 
a paltry half-dozen of these howitzers. These guns are 
moved by band, but it is suggested by the author of the tac- 
tics that borses be furnished, as without them long and 
rapid marches ¥ ould be difficult and the men worn out be- 
fore coming into actior. The suggestion is wortby of con- 
sideration by the authorities. 

Good work was done at the rifle range under the super- 
vision of Brig.-Gen. Bird W. Spencer, I. &. P.. and bis assis- 
tants, Cols. Owen and Van Valen. This department is well 
handied and showed as the result of the week’s work about 
150 marksmen, entirely from companies so remotely situ- 
— the range as to render preliminary practice im- 

ossible. 

P Ceremonies were generally good, but with occasional 
errors. Sentry duty was ccriainly poor, owing, no doubt, 
to the absence of Regular instructors. The spectacle of a 
corporal respond‘ny alone, without a piece. to the call of a 
sentry for relief, taking {be sentry’s piece and personally re- 
lieving him was, to say the least, paintul,and was of fre- 
quent occurrence. Major A. C. Olipbant, engineer on the 2d 
Brigade stuff, exercisea a supervision over guard matters 
and brought about great improvement, particularily in 
guard mounting, but bis task was munumental and he 
sbould not be heid accountable for individua! mistakes but 
sbould be praised for gevera! results. 

Ooe of the greatest advanisges of the brigade encamp- 
ment at Sea Girt is the opportunity afforded geveral and 
regimental staff officers to learn to provide for the quarter- 
ing and sustenance of large bodies of men in an ecouomical 
maoner. The Quartermaster’s Vepartment, under Brig.- 
Gen. Richard A. Donnelly, assisted by Lieut.-Cols. Geo G, 
Felton, Wm. H. Eurly, aud C. W. Loutrel, and Capt. Alvin 
H. Graff, ot the 4th Regt., is deserving of 
tion. Gov. Leon Abbett spent considerable time at camp 
And took great interest in rifle practice, The brigade was rer 
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viewed iv line on Thursday by M»jor-Gen. Plume, and 
the exception of the fact that the latest decision ae 
A. O., regarding the remaining in front of bis command 
by the commanding officer, was ignored, the ceremony was 
a sviendid one.

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PENNSYLVANIA. 

THE division encampment of the N.G. P., just 
concluded at Mt. Gretna, should bean event of great 
interest to the Regular and National Guardsmen, 
dealing asit does with every department and branch 
of the militia organization. To fully appreciate the 
results one should bear in mind the organization of 
the Penn. N. G@. As far as possible the Regular 
Army is taken asits model. The uniform worn is 
distinguishable from the Regular's only by the Key- 
stone insignia worn on the crown of the cap, the 1st, 
2d and 3d Brigades being desgnated by red, white 
and blue, respectively, and Division headquarters 
by a composite one of blue, white and red, super- 
posed. Organized asa division of three brigades, 
the general officers and their staffs are appointed, 
all other officers being elected fora term of five 
years and retired if not re-elected. The Ist is the 
only brigade concentrated in one city. 

The regiments, for the woet part, consist of eight 
companies, and though often scattered over an ex- 
tensive area, the regimental organization is com- 
plete. The compesnies are periodically visited by 
the fleld officers und in some of the regiments they 
are concentrated for monthly battalion drills. Each 
eompany receives a certain sum per year. out of 
which it must rent a drill room, providea rifle range 
—the State furnishing the targets and ammunition, 
and meet all current expenses, iucluding the mak- 
ing of the members’ uniforms, the cloth being furn- 
ished. The term of enlistment is for three years. 

During the encampment the arming of the entire 
division witb the .45 val. Springfield was finally com- 
pleted. It is some two pounds lighter than its pre- 
decessor. 

Thanks to the system of company tailors, the uni- 
forms fit better than in most contract work, but for 
lack of changeand from constant wear they soon 
grow shabby. From the Major-General commanding 
down to the recruit the Penn. N. G. are essentially 
practical,. While thie is greatly to their credit, it isa 
question whetber they do not carry this to an ex- 
cess. The continuous weariog of one suit of clothes 
is neither healthy nor cleanly, and as though to ag- 
gravate the case, the one blauket issued to the men 
is thin and inadequate. Extensive inquiry brought 
out the fact that Lbrougbout the week the men had 
been obliged to sleep with their clothing on, and 
in many iostances with their overcoats also. Up to 
Tbursday the weather was dry and no apparent ills 
seem to have resulted from this uofortuoate state 
of affairs; its possibilities forill, however, are great. 

The overcoats are serviceable but the capes are not de- 
tachable, an. oversignt which should be rectified, or 
at least avoided in the future. The method of roll- 
ing the overcoat is excelient. The canvas knapsack 
is somewhat smaller than the leatber one and not as con- 
venient for packing, but it is lighter and more durable and 
the overcoat and shoulder straps a great improvement, the 
chest strap being done away with. The State Fencibles, 
while retaioing the old knapsack and belts use the Baxter 
patent holder, which throws the weight upon the hips, an 
obvious advantage. 

The bav=rsacks are divided into three compartments and 
are very neat. The canteens, though very old, are quite 
extensively used. This is in great part due to the care taken 
of them by their possessors, they being kept uncorked and 
frequently rinsed out with hot water and soda. 

Tne knives are not of a good pattern, the holiow in the 
handle being difficult to mene clean, 

The brown leggings woro by the infantry area very use- 
ful and effective addition to the uniform. The absence of 
buckets was noticeable. A reasonable supply of these 
would bave been of great benefit to the men. 

THE CAMP. 

The troops encamped by vrigedes,an interval of about 
200 ft. separating the 2d from the3i Brigade, while the 1:t 
wus a good quarter of a mile further to the left, the entire 
length of the encampment being about two miles. The

Officers and sergeants were sup- 
plied with wall tents,and the men witb the A tent, three 
men being assigned toatent. The interior of these A tents 
was most disagreeable and Le mys 4 the only possibie ven- 
tilation being trom the front, yet it wae the ex ion to 
find the tent flies thrown bac Ventilators should be cut 
io both froot und rear wal.s,and the men obliged to keep 
their tents open when not in use. Straw was issued for fill- 
ing the ticks. These quite filied the tents, and alter a few 
days were very untidy objects. Some of the companies of 
the 8th Regt. baa a most ingenious cump cot, made of four 
boards avout 6 in. wide, over which canvas was stretched; it 
is most comfortable, and beddes can be folded up and 
stowed away ina very small space. Its convenience, por- 
tability and cheapness (complete it costs only 65 ceats) should 
recommend it to the National Guard at large. 

The appliances for cooking were almost endless in vari- 
ety—some of them so excellent as to be worcby of general 
imitation. The cooking wus done by bired cooks,an as- 
sistant being usually detailed each day. The mess tenis 
were company property. The meo are not well set up, and 
there was great slouchiness io the weariug ofthe unitorm, 
though this was somewhat modified ia ranks. On the other 
band muny of tbe tents were modelsof neatness. The de- 
tails of military courtesy are entirely lacking; yet the pu- 
merous instances of native courtesy noted during the week 
would seem bed. oe that their shortcomings in this re- 
spect are due iy to lack of proper instruction. 

The official relations of the company officers with thelr 
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men is not what it should be, Their tents seemed to be the 
—— lounging place of the compary, where smoking, 
, were freely indulged in. The Ist Brigade is much the 
oy in this respect, the camp of the State Fencibles being a 
model of soldierly discipline and propriety. This ta- 
rty, which by the old saying contempt, seems 
to be but the natural consequent of the pernicious sysiem 
of term elections; a system which subver's discipline and io 
turn reacts upon the officers themselves. Numerous in- 
stances were noted where company officers Be om ney an un- 
warraotable lack of tactical knowledge, and evincea a want 
of understanding and appreciation of their work which was 
not encouraging.
